Saqaara, City of the Dead, May ‘23. 

A. British archaeologist, Profeasor 
Walter Emery, digging in the sands of the 
Saqqara plateau 20 miles south of Cairo, 
has found a royal tomb dating back to the 
first dynasty Pharaohs 5,000 years ago. 


Ys discovery has brought to 
Ught the carllest examplo af 
monumental architecture in 
Kxypl, and established for the 
first time in omedem times 
that Saqqera was thy burial 
phate of fret dynasty Pharzohs 
and that their funerary struc- 
tures nt Abydos, in Upper Egyel, 
we only coootophs, 

Professor Emery, 02-year-old 
Fawards Profesor of Egyptolony 
in the University of London atnd 
an expert on Egypt's archaic 
period, has found the rvyal tomb 
of Queen Her-Nit, a quten of 
the First Thinnite dynasty 
which reigned on the banks of 
the Nile 3,000 years before the 
birth of Christ, 


Pyramid Complex 


Tin tomb, which Is 100 feel 
Jeng and 40 fect wide, consists 
of + great mastaba—~a Nat-topped 
rectungulor superstructure — of 
mud brick—with on ¢laborately 
crencllated exterlor originally 
patnted with mat-work designs. 
A great wall surrounds — the 
whole installation of the tomb, 
which the Professor belleves to 
be undoubtedly Ure prototype of 
the pyramid complex of the 
later thind and fourth dynastics. 

Professor Emery started his 
excavations .at Saqqara North 
early this year. For four months, 
(rom sunrise tp sunset, the 
Liverpool - born archaeologist 
and hts team worked in the field 


under a blazing African sun, 
not far from a first dynasty 
tanb and temple which he un- 
earthed during a previous cx- 
pedition here two years ago 
Scores of sun-tanned, sturdy 
Egyptian workers were | em- 
ployed to remove several ‘hou- 
sund tons of desert cand, rubble 
and debris, 

Then Professor Emory dis- 
covered a descending passage 
below the mastaba, leading Into 
a great rock-cut burial chamber. 
Thare, he found the remains of 
a cedar wood sarcophagus, 

The interlor of the mastaba 
was divided jnto a series of 
magazines, in which wes placed 
cxtta funerary, equipment for 
the use cf the deceased.

Hyndneds of broken stone 
vessels and pieces of pottery in 


schist, diorite and alabaster 
were recovered by the excava- 
Wore. 

Even mere important, clay jap 
sealings and stone vessels bore 
the name of Queen Her-Nit, 
There is evidence that she was 
burted in the carly part of the 
rejgn of Udimu, fifth Pharaoh 
of the first dynasty. 

Among the objects’ found 
was n very fine, chalice-shaped 
vessel mode of schist and pink 
limestone. It was found inside 
the coffin, which led Professor 
Emery to believe that it was 
the | Queca's own drinking 
vessel, Abgut itve inches high, 
it Is, one of the fines, examples 
of stone vessels of the — first 
dynasty ever discovered. 

The excavators then came 
across n most precious, unique 
piece of jewellery in the shape of 
a smail necklace of gold and 
cornciian stones, of a delicacy 
which cne would never have sus 
pected existed in the carly part 
of the first dynasty, The neck~ 
lace {s unique in that it has 
escaped the attention of robbers 
thraugh continued plundering of 
the tomb In the’ past 5,000 years.

Governing Passage
